The Editor: 

Congratulations to Mr. 
Perrot, for his well worded 
article (Reader Comment, 
last week’s ‘‘Gazette'’), or 
St, Alberts new Off-highe 
way Vehicle Bylaw, or more 
properly new Off-highway 
and Highway Traffic ‘‘Act,"’ 

My telephone call to RC- 
MP confirmed that St, Albert 
property owners have lost 
the right to operate any offe 
highway vehicle on their pro- 
perty. By definition off-high- 
way vehicles include (e- 
fined under the Provincial 
Off-highway Vehicle Act):- 
All vehicles designed for 
off-highway travel except- 
ing implements of husband- 
ry, and includes four-wheel- 
drive vehicles, motorcycles, 
mini-bikes, snow-mobiles, 
and all-terrain vehicles, 

Whether or not residen- 
tial self-propelled lawn- 
mowers and snow-blowers 
all into the category of 
‘‘Implements’’ is another 
good question for Courts to 
decide, since this definition 
is very vague, Since motor- 
cycles and four-wheel drives 
are included under the de- 
finition their operation is 
henceforth prohibited on St, 
Albert Highways, whether 
provincially licensed or not, 
under the new St, Albert 
“Legislation,” Furthermore 
‘‘all_ motor vehicles’’ are 
banned from being driven 
on land other than highways 
under Section 10 of The St, 
Albert Bylaw, 

With all due respect to 
Councillors who objected 
against this ‘‘Act’’ the maj- 
ority of the St, Albert Coun- 
cil obviously exceeded their 
powers of jurisdiction, and 
their elector’s trust and ra= 
tional of intellect all at the 
same time, while severely 
infringing upon personal 
freedoms of property owners 
to go about their business 
and recreational activities 
on their own property. 

While the provincial Off- 
Highway Vehicle Act permits 
Municipal Governments to 
ALLOW off-highway vehicle 
operation in areas under 
their jurisdiction and res- 
tricted by the Provincial Act, 
that Act has no provisions 
whatsoever to permit Muni- 
cipal Bodies to further RES- 
TRICT such vehicle opera- 
tion from restrictions under 
the provincial Act, as set out 
under Section 22 (c) ofsame, 

The St, Albert ‘‘Bylaw’’ 
is therefore ‘‘ultra vires,"’ 
which of course did not deter 


some of our determined 
Councillors to vote for it 
anyways, as once passed, 
electors will have to fight 
it through higher Courts at 
their own expense, if they 
wish to contest it, 

In the meantime our pro- 
vincial Government is app- 
arently standing idly by, 
while still another authority 
is taking on provincial pow- 
ers, Already the Federal 
Government is collecting our 
export oil taxes, and Muni- 
cipal Districts pass their 
own Crown Land Access and 
Hunting Regulations, Now, 
St. Albert passed their own 
Off-highway Vehicle and 
Highway Traffic Act, a Hue 
man=NON-Rights Act for 
property owners as well, 
Soon our MLAs will have 
nothing else to declare but 
their own resignations, un- 
less they can come up witha 
deciaration making ‘‘local 
Legislative Nonsense’’ in- 
valid before citizens have to 
fight it to Supreme Court. 

Such a declaration should 
be made before our St, Al- 
bert Council decides to take 
on the right to legislate 
‘what their electors can do 
in the nation’s bedrooms,”’ 
obviously their next possible 
step unless certain Coun- 
cillors responsible for this 
mess have enough intellect 
to rescind this Bylaw or to 
resign from office,

were not advised of any, Mr. 
Perrott states that the writ- 
er moralized for one hour 
on the subject of license 
plates, There was discuss- 
ion regarding license plates, 
primarily with respect to 
operators who insist on de- 
fying provincial laws with 
respect to this, and insur- 
ance, 

It was stated that persons 
who had no regard for regu- 
lations could hardly be ex~ 
pected to operate their 
equipment in a safe manner 
and with due concern for the 
public, This phase of the 
operation was only one of 
many things discussed at the 
meeting, 

As to the Town giving the 
Association a chance to gov- 
ern themselves, it becomes 
a case of the majority suff- 
ering for the antics of afew, 
There are documented cases 
of operators running through 
parks, on school grounds, 
on hills where children are 
sleigh riding, over other 
peoples property, damaging 
trees, signs and fences, or 
towing toboggans at the end 
of a rope at high speed on 
the river or in one case 
towing a man in a tire on 
the end of a rope anddriving 
in a zig zag manner through 
the skaters on the river, I 
am sure that the Association 
made a real effort to curb 
these people, however the 
provincial Off Highway Veh- 
icle Act does not give the 
municipality the opportunity 
to initiate the regulations 
necessary to ensure that all 
operators are competant, 
nor was the Association in

any position to guarantee 
that all operators in our 
area would become mem- 
bers, 

Mr, Perrott states that 
persons owning land within 
the corporate limits of the 
town can not operate ailiy 
vehicle (off Highway) on their 
property, This is not true 
as the Off Highway Vehicle 
Act makes no attempt to 
govern such operation, in 
fact no license or insurance 
is required for any vehicle 
operating. solely within the 
boundaries of private pro- 
perty with the owners cone 
sent, 

There may be fault with 
the Act as written, however, 
it was designed to protect 
you the public from irres- 
ponsible operators and from 
parents who, for instance, 
permit their children to ride 
trail bikes in parks, through 
spectators watching a soccer 
game or even down the field 
while kids are playing a game 

The fines for first offence 
($50.), and second offense 
($150.) are not comparable 
to the fines indicated in the 
Act for the simple reason 
that circumstances are not 
similar, It was expected that 
one or more irresponsible 
types might run the river 
or operate in other prohibi- 
ted areas and since it is 
agreed that the peace offi- 
cers’ lot is not an easy one, 
it was hoped that atough fine 
might discourage such oper- 
ators, but this apprently has 
not been successful, 

Finally, Mr. Perrott ine 
dicates that this was a poli- 
tical decision, I believe that 
most people will recognize 
that it was not, as Town 
Council appointed the Snow- 
mobile Advisory Committee

The interim report of the 
study by L, W, Downey Re- 
search Associates Ltd,, ona 
system of post-secondary 
education for Northwestern 
Alberta and Northeastern 
British Columbia was relea- 
sed today by Advanced Edu- 
cation Minister Jim Foster, 
Highlighting the report is 
the recommendation that the 
two provinces eventually 
establish a system of ‘‘Fed- 
erated Colleges of the

Comet Kohoutek visits our skies 


One of the most spectacu- 
lar comets of the century, 
Comet Kohoutek, is now vis- 
ible as it journeys close to 
our sun and back into deep 
space, 

The comet bears the name 
of its discoverer, Czech as~ 
tronomer Lubos Kohoutek 
(pronounced Koh-hoo-tek), 
who was photographing as- 
teroids at the Hamburg Ob- 
servatory in Bergedorf, 
West Germany, when he noe 
ticed a faint spot where no 
object has appeared before, 
By mid-March 1973, Kohou- 
tek had determined that the 
object was a comet, then in 
the constellation of Hydra 
and nearly 500 million miles 
from the sun, but travelling 
on an orbit which would 
bring it close to the sun and 
easily studied from Earth, 
The global scientific com- 
munity made extensive pre- 
parations to track and pho- 
tograph Comet Kohoutek be- 
tween November and Feb-

from a mile to 15 miles 
across it is a mixture of 
particles of frozen water, 
methane, ammonia and dust, 
the only part of the comet 
which travels the whole ore 
bit back to deep space, The 
‘dust tail’ is a curving yele 
low trail of dust particles 
freed as the gases in the 
nucleus vaporize, so tiny 
that the reflected sunlight 
presses them away from the 
sun, The ‘ion tail’ is a plas- 
ma or ionized gas, which 
glows by fluorescence caus-
